beginning of each of the pictorial sections. 

The eight general sections covered by this_Fish- 
ing Guide are noted at the left. And, the dotted 
lines are rough divisions of each. So, if you are 
traveling from south to north, you can start at 
the bottom. Or, if you are coming into Inyo-Mono 
from the north, you can start at the top of the 
map and follow the highway downward. 

(This Strip Map was Drawn by C. Lorin Ray). 
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Fantastic but true. Inyo-Mono is a vaca- 
tion area 265 miles in length (with various 
widths) embracing some 13,049 square 
miles—almost as large as the combined size 
of Rhode Island, Delaware, Connecticut, 
and Massachusetts. 


Generally speaking, the vacation areas 
are located along the eastern slopes of the 
High Sierra Mountains, roughly paralleled 
by U. S. Highway 6, U. S. Highway 395, or 
both—as shown by the strip map at the left. 


To make it easier to describe and locate, 
we have divided the Inyo-Mono area into 
eight general sections. They are described 
in detail with word, picture, and map start- 
ing on page 92. A brief description of each 
(from north to south) will be found below: 


TOPAZ TO BRIDGEPORT—Excellent trout fishing and 
deer hunting (in season) in this area. Topaz Lake, 
partly in Nevada and partly in California, pro- 
duces good Cutthroats and many big Rainbows 
and Browns. West and East Walker Rivers are 
always good. Fine back-country lakes. Bridgeport 
Reservoir is usually good and the Twin Lakes 
(south and west of Bridgeport) are popular. Green 
lakes are easy to reach. (See pages 196-209). 


LEE VINING-TLIOGA—While this area is small, it is 
very popular. Virginia Lakes and Lundy are easy 
to reach and quite good. Lee Vining Creek is 
excellent, all the way up the Tioga Pass Road. 
Also, plenty of good lakes and streams, including 
Ellery, Saddlebags, Tioga. (See pages 188-195). 


JUNE LAKE LOOP—This area has long been one of 
Inyo-Mono’s biggest drawing cards. There’s good 
fishing on June, Gull, Silver, and Grant Lakes, 
with biggest ones usually caught on the latter. 
Good back-country, too, with plenty of Goldens. 
Variety of stores, lodges, motels in June Lake 
Village and nearby areas. (See pages 172-187). 


UPPER OWENS-MAMMOTH LAKES—Excellent stream 
fishing on Upper Owens River near Arcularius 
Ranch and Owens River Ranch. Good fishing, ex- 
cellent accommodations, top skiing (November- 
July), in the Mammoth Lakes region, including Twin 
Lakes, and Lake Mary, Mamie, George, Horseshoe. 
Good back-country nearby, too. Reds Meadow is 
good at San Joaquin river. (See pages 158-171). 


CROWLEY LAKE-ROCK CREEK—Lots of good fishing 
in this area. At the northern end are Convict Lake 
and Hot Creek—both quite popular. Crowley Lake 
needs no introduction. To the west are Hilton 
Lakes, McGee Creek, Hilton Creek, and others. 
The Rock Creek area is quite popular, all the way 
up to Rock Creek Lake and beyond—an ideal area 
for fishing and camping. Good back-country to be 
reached by trails here, too. (See pages 142-157). 


OWENS RIVER-BISHOP—Good fishing in the Owens 
River Gorge at the north, but trout are usually 
small. Catch the big ones from Birchim Canyon on 
south. Wealth of fishing on all forks of Bishop 
Creek, on up as far as South Lake, North Lake, 
and Lake Sabrina. Excellent back-country, over 
Piute and Bishop Passes. (See pages 118-140). 


BIG PINE-INDEPENDENCE—Excellent stream fishing 
on Big Pine Creek. Top back-country angling on 
several Big Pine Lakes, reached by trail. Fishing 
usually good on small streams to the south, many 
crossing U. S. Highway 395, especially early in 
the season when water is higher. Excellent back- 
country reached by trail westward from Fort Inde- 
pendence and Onion Valley. (See pages 106-117). 


LONE PINE-LITTLE LAKE—Good stream fishing on 
Lone Pine Creek and on up to Whitney Portal, 
close to good road. Wealth of fine lakes on Mt. 
Whitney Trail and excellent back-country nearby. 
To the south are Cottonwood Lakes, Tunnel, Mon- 
ache, Kern River, etc.—all reached by pack train 
or plane. Plenty of good fishing, including Gold- 
ens. Good deer hunting. (See pages 92-105).

VISIT THESE PLACES 
OF SPECIAL INTEREST 


There are lots of beautiful and interesting sights in Inyo- 
Mono. Visitors can travel anywhere along the Eastern High 
Sierras and enjoy some of the finest mountain scenery any- 
where in the world. But for those who are looking for some 
interesting side trips in Inyo-Mono (or, if you want some- 
thing to do while “the old man” is fishing and you don’t want 
to), try one of the places pictured and described briefly be- 
low: 

Naturally, we don’t have room to list all the interesting 
places to see. And, if we tried, we'd probably leave some out. 
But, if you are especially interested in other historic places 
to see, write to the editor of the Inyo-Mono Fishing Guide, 
Box 037, Bishop, Calif., and we'll supply you with addition- 
al data. 


















MT. WHITNEY—This is the 
higest point in the United States. 
Rising 14,496 feet above sea 
level, it towers above other High 
Sierra peaks, several of which top 
the 14,000 mark. There is a trail 
to the top and every year sev- 
eral hundred of the heartiest souls 
make this long trek on foot or 
on pack horse. It can, however, 
be seen from the highway any- 
where in the Lone Pine area and 
even better from beautiful Whit- 
ney Portal to which you can easi- 
ly drive on a good road west from 
Lone Pine. Details on Pgs. 52-56. 


PALISADE GLACIER — The 
southernmost glacier in the Unit- 
ed States, located in the High 
Sierras west of Big Pine. This 
majestic mass of ice and snow can 
be reached by pack train or by 
long hike. But for those who are 
not that ambitious, it can be 
readily viewed at a distance from 
the Big Pine Lakes area. There is 
a good surfaced road as far as 
Glacier Lodge, but from then on 
you must either hike or pack. 
You'll enjoy the scenery even if 
you don’t set foot on the glacier. 


DEVILS POSTPILE—An exceed- 
ingly interesting and freakish for- 
mation of basaltic columns stand- 
ing some 60 feet high and ex- 
tending more than 900 feet in a 
variety of formations. This Na- 
tional Monument is well worth 
seeing and is easy to reach by the 
Minaret Road from the Mammoth 
Lakes area. And, while you are 
there, visit the beautiful Rainbow 
Falls on the San Joaquin River. 
More information will be found 
in a detailed article on Pgs. 70-71. 


BODIE — This authentic “ghost 
town’ is easy to reach by good 
roads going eastward from U. S. 
Highway 395 south of Bridgeport 
or north of Lee Vining. Many of 
the buildings in use during the 
gold mining boom of nearly a 
century ago are still standing, just 
as they were when the veins ran 
out and the hardy miners “hit the 
trail” for more lucrative prospects. 
Bodie is not commercialized, has 
only a caretaker to watch it. But 
you'll find it exceedingly interest- 
ing (4f you like early California 
history) and well worth the trip. 
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Bishop

Opening day of trout season is a red-letter day in Inyo- 
Mono—more talked about, more looked forward to than 
any other day of the year, including Christmas. And, quite 
naturally, all of the lower lakes and streams throughout the 
area get a big play from the thousands of fishermen who an- 
nually invade the Eastern High Sierras. But, in a class by 
itself, is Crowley Lake about 30 miles north of Bishop, prob- 
ably the most popular trout fishing water in the West. 


If you have never seen the opening day activities on 
Crowley Lake, you probably won’t believe this story about 
it. So, we invite you to join hundreds of others this year and 
see it for yourself. 


Funny thing about the first day of fishing on Crowley: 
If you want to rent one of the city-owned inboard motor- 
boats and row boats, for the opening weekend, you have to 
put in your application early. In fact, there’s always a long 
waiting line at the city hall in Los Angeles (about six weeks 
before the season opens), where the anglers wait all night 
to be sure to get a boat on this superb fishing lake. 

That’s just for the opening, of course. You can usually 
reserve a boat for other days if you apply reasonably early. 
And, many times during the middle of the week, boats are 


readily available at the south landing of the lake. (You can 
always use your own boat, however, if it passes the safety in- 
spection ) . 


But, let’s get back to our story. Last year (1956), in spite 
of adverse weather predictions which turned out to be abso- 
lutely false, a total of 6,623 fishermen in 2,391 boats were 
on Crowley opening day. In addition, there were another 246 
anglers casting from the shore. The traffic looked just about 
like the Hollywood Freeway. 


This was a new record for Crowley Lake, but typical of 
the opening day and other holiday weekend crowds it draws 
each year. And why will fishermen wait all night to rent 
boats? Why will they often brave snow, wind, rain, and cold 
weather to fish on this lake? The answer is very simple. Trout 
fishing is usually quite good on this man-made lake, owned 
by the City of Los Angeles as an important reservoir in its 
water supply system. — 


Crowley Lake is not known as the “lair of the tackle 
busters” without reason. For, year in and year out, there are 
more trout of five pounds or more taken out of Crowley Lake 


than any other Western water. ... continued on page 16

Important Rules 
For Water Safety 


For those of you who will be using boats on Inyo-Mono 
lakes this summer, here are a few simple rules which, if 
followed carefully, will make your fishing trip much safer 
and more enjoyable. Adhering to these rules is important 
anywhere, of course, but especially important on the 
larger Inyo-Mono lakes where storms sometimes come up 
suddenly . . . and where there have been tragedies in 
recent years. 


1. Be sure your boat is large enough to be safe. Give it 
a good check-up before you take it out on the lake. 


Don’t overload your boat. Only carry the number of 
people it can easily accommodate. 


Don’t overpower your boat with a motor larger than 
the one recommended by the manufacturer. 


Be sure to carry life preservers for each occupant in 
the boat. 


. Always carry a Coast Guard-approved fire extinguish- 
er. 


Keep your eye on the weather. Head for shelter if a 
storm breaks. 


Stay away from wakes of larger craft. If unavoidable, 
cross at angle of at least 45 degrees. 


. Don't stand up in a boat. Slow down before you 
change seats. 


Don’t drink alcoholic beverages when boating. 


Don’t be a “hot rod.” Obey safety and boating cour- 
tesy rules. | 


Stay with the boat if it overturns. Don’t try to swim 
for shore.

Reasons are probably many, but they may be “boiled 
down” into these: 


l. A tremendous annual planting program by the Cali- 
fornia Department of Fish and Game. Every season after 
Crowley Lake closes (July 31), the state stocks it with 160,- 
000 or more catchable-size Rainbows. In addition thousands 
of Brown and Cutthroat fingerlings are also planted each 
year. 


2. The abundance of natural feed. The “catchables,” 
planted in the fall, usually grow to 1% lbs. or more by the 
spring opening. And, in a matter of a few more months, they 
get to be much bigger. If they are among the fortunate fish 
who survive the heavy angling pressure of a season or two, 
they get to be real “tackle busters.” You can often tell Crow- 
ley fish, even without asking where they were taken, be- 
cause they are usually fat and in good condition. And they 
have a silvery coloring almost their own. 


3. Excellent management by the Los Angeles Depart- 
ment of Recreation and Parks. George Marks, manager of 
Crowley Lake, has done a consistently fine job in improving 
facilities for an increasing number of anglers. And the safe- 
ty precautions he has set up and enforced have reduced boat- 
ing accidents to a minimum, even though High Sierra storms 
sometimes break with violent fury, often with little warning. 


There are lots of really big trout in Crowley Lake and 
it is almost certain that some of them are even larger than 
the 19 lb., 5 oz. Brownie taken by Burke Vinkemulder of El 
Monte in 1950. Crowley anglers have many stories about 
lunkers they have had on their lines, played them for minutes 
which seemed hours, even got a good look at their size, but 
finally lost them. It is entirely possible that some 30 pound- 
ers are lurking in the deep Crowley waters. But the reason 
they have attained that size is that they are smart. And 
anglers certainly are going to have to be lucky to hook and 
land them. 


But there are plenty of trout from 5 to 10 Ibs. caught 
each year, mostly by trolling with wobbling lures or with 
live native minnows which are legal on Crowley Lake and 
other Inyo-Mono waters east of U. S. Highway 395. 


Biggest trout of the 1956 season, taken from Crowley 
Lake, was caught by Larry Nitto of West Los Angeles. He 
hooked this dandy 15 lb. 12 oz. Brownie June 28 while 
trolling with a chub in the South Landing channel. And, he 
succeeding in landing his prize catch after a 17- minute 
tussle. 


To further improve and expand facilities at Crowley 
Lake, the Los Angeles Department of Recreation and Parks 
has completed several new construction projects which will 
be helpful this year. They include an adequate launching 
area for privately-owned boats, several more parking lots, 
additional dock space for privately-owned craft remaining on 
the lake for the entire season, and improved office and head- 
quarters facilities. 


George Marks and his crew say they are all ready for the 
big invasion of 1957 opening day trout fishermen. And, if 
the weather turns out favorable, it is likely that another re- 
cord-breaking crowd of anglers will be out there when the 
season opens. So, if you like good lake fishing—where you 
can usually catch some mighty fine trout and often some 
really big ones—you’d better plan to be there, too.

Movie Actor Makes His Home in High Sierras ...Loves Every Minute of It 


Here’s a story about Elisha Cook, Jr., 
a well-known movie and TV actor, who 
really loves the High Sierras and has 
made Bishop his permanent home for 
the past 13 years. 


Many movie stars visit Inyo-Mono 
each year, usually on fishing or hunt- 
ing trips. But that isn’t good enough for 
“Cookie” (as nearly everyone around 
Bishop calls him) and his charming 
blond wife, Peggy. They live here the 
year around and go to Hollywood, or 
other “on locations” only when they 
have to. 


Cook is extremely fond of trout fish- 
ing and camping and Peggy has learned 
to love it, too. And, if they had their 
way about it, they’d be in the out-of- 
doors just about all the time. That isn’t 
entirely possible, of course, but they 
come about as near to it as any couple 
who are still active in the movies, or 
are busy making a living in most any 
other way. 

You see, “Cookie” has been on the 
stage and in the movies for a long time. 
Actually he has played important char- 
acter parts in more than 50 pictures 
and now is also quite active on tele- 
vision films. Once you see Cook in a 
movie, you can’t forget him. Usually he

is cast in the role of some psychopathic 
character—and he plays the parts per- 
fectly. Perhaps you remember him in 
Shane ot more recently in The Indian 
Fighters or The Killing, a picture up 
for consideration for some of the Acade- 
my Awards this year. Or, perhaps, you 
recall his parts in Dark Waters, the 
Phantom Lady or Maltese Falcon. 


The Bishop people are always kid- 
ding him about getting killed in many 
of his movies, and it seems as though 
that is often his fate. “Cookie” is some- 
thing of a local hero up here in the 
High Sierras, too, and when he appears 
on the screens of the local theatres, he 
usually gets a rousing cheer. Nearly al- 


ways someone will yell, ‘““There’s Cookie 
now, or something like that. 

Cook was born in San Francisco 
along about two weeks prior to the 


great earthquake. And while he doesn’t 


think his birth was the cause of the cata- 
strophe, he doesn’t discount the pos- 
sibility that it had something to do with 
it. His father published a magazine and 
wrote vaudeville sketches. His mother 
was the ingenue at San Francisco’s lead- 
ing theatre. 


So, he comes by his acting ability 
quite honestly. 


Cook and his family seemed to sur- 
vive the San Francisco disaster, all right, 
but moved to Chicago shortly there- 
after where he spent what he describes 







































as “an uneventful youth.” One evening, 
however, Frank Bacon, one of the best 
known actors of the day, showed up for 
dinner ,at the boarding school where 
Cookie was staying and asked the young 
man if he would like to go on the stage. 


Elisha swallowed his ice cream and 
his surprise and answered, “I’d love it.” 


“Well, then, come down to the Black- 
stone tomorrow morning and let’s talk 
about it,’ Bacon added. 


And that’s the way Cook got started 
on the stage. His first part was as a cub 
reporter in Lightnin’. Next year Pro- 
ducer John Golden heard about him 
and whisked him off to Broadway where 
his theatrical career was set.

The young Thespian had his ups and 
downs, of course. And, during some of 
the rough times he got acquainted with 
some other would-be actors who later 
made quite a name for themselves. 


He likes to recall an interesting in- 
cident when he, along with Burgess 
Meredith (whom he was rooming with 
at the time) met Jimmy Stewart and 
Henry Fonda and the four of them de- 
cided to go out and serenade their girl 
friends in the middle of the night. 


Jimmy had an accordion strapped to 
his shoulders to supply incidental music. 


All went well as they tip-toed up the 
apartment house stairs and lined up in 
front of the door—until Jimmy leaned 
against the balustrade for support, slip- 
ped, and slid down the stairs. Stewart 
took it like a man, but the accordion 
squealed bloody murder . and the 
tenants, including their lady loves, all 
came rushing out, hurling epithets and 
old shoes. 


The four of them seemed to follow 
the same pattern of events. They kept 
running into each other, first on Broad- 
way, then in Hollywood, and eventual- 





ly all found themselves in the Armed 
Forces. 


Actually “Cookie” stayed in New 
York until 1936 when he came to the 
West Coast to try his hand at movies. 
His first picture in Hollywood was Two 
in a Crowd, which featured Joel Mc- 
Crea. Since that time he has played 
character roles in half a hundred more. 


He has never longed to be the “star” 
in his pictures. He has always followed 
the advice of Owen Davis, Sr., a well- 
known playwright who years ago had 
told him. 


“Take interesting parts. Don’t worry 
about those starring roles. If you play 
these character parts well, you'll be 
around for a long, long time.” 


It has worked out fine for Cook. He 
has never been under contract to any 
studio, but has played in all the major 
Hollywood lots. And, he has had about 
all the work he wanted. In fact, on 
many occasions, he has remarked, “I get 
too much work. It interferes with my 
trout fishing.” 


“Cookie” married Peggy McKenna in 
March of 1943 and they have been 
extremely happy ever since. It was the 
same year, after he had been honorably 
discharged from the Army Air Force, 
that they moved to Bishop where they 
have lived ever since. 

At first Peggy couldn’t get used to 
living in the small town, miles away 
from Hollywood and other important 
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cities. At first she couldn’t understand 
her husband’s strange addiction to trout 
fishing and camping. But gradually she 
learned to love it. And now you couldn’t 
get her back to the metropolis for “love 
or money.” Peggy has become an ardent 
and capable fly fisherman and can usual- 
ly be counted on to hook her share of 
the finny fellows. And she’ll get out 
and rough it, just as much as her famous 
husband. 


Cookie ties his own flies and wraps 
his own rods. And every summer they 
spend several weeks camping out near 
Lake Sabrina, about 20 miles west of 
Bishop in the High Sierras. 


Although they have no children of 
their own, the Cooks like them im- 
mensely and usually take some of the 
local youngsters up to their camp with 
them. Last summer, for instance, they 
had 13 of them under their wing at one 
time. 


“It’s a lot of fun. looking after these 
kids,” Cookie pointed out. “You get a 
chance to show them how to fish, how 
to make camp, and how to take care of 
themselves in the mountains.” 


The youngsters help about the camp, 
even do the dishes, he admitted. But, 
naturally enough, the Cooks do the 
cooking.

Your Trip Made Easier by 
New Sherwin Grade Road 


If you have visited Inyo-Mono 
before, you will undoubtedly re- 
member driving over the Sher- 
win Grade, about 15 miles north 
of Bishop on U. S. 395. This 
stretch of road, a series of curves, 
switchbacks, and steep climbs has 
always been a time-consuming 
as well as dangerous part of the 
highway, especially during the 
summer months when slow-mov- 
ing trucks and house trailers 
make its passage long and 
tedious. 


And it is no bargain in the 
winter, either, when snow and 
ice have often made it dangerous. 


So, it certainly will be good 
news to you—that this 12-mile 
stretch of dangerous and outdat- 
ed road has been eliminated 
from U. S. Highway 395. And 
it is replaced with a fine new, 
modern road which not only eli- 
minates practically all of the 
turns, but has a maximum of six 
per cent grade. 


The new road turns eastward at Birchim Canyon and 
goes across the ridge of the Rock Creek Canyon instead of 
farther down the slope, as it has done for so many years. It 
merges again with the old U. S. 395 just south of Tom’s 
Place. 


The new road, which eliminates some distance and a 
sizable amount of time, was completed in November of 1956, 
by Contractors Ross Westbrook and Morrison-Knudsen at a 
cost of $1,318,157.76. The old road, which passes Paradise 
Camp, Swall and Sky Meadows Ranches, will, of course, re- 
main open. Its maintenance has been assumed by the County 
of Mono. 
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Plan an Early or Late Trip to Owiiy 


If you get the itch to do some early trout fishing this year 
(and what dyed-in-the-wool angler doesn’t? ), Inyo-Mono 
has some excellent all-year waters open to you. In fact, you 
can plan a weekend or a week of both lake and stream fish- 
ing if you wish. And, chances are, you'll catch more than 
your share of trout—because these waters are not generally 
heavily fished this time of year. 


We're referring, of course, to the Owens River near Bish- 
op and Big Pine; Walker Lake, near Hawthorne, Nevada; 
and Topaz Lake at the extreme northern edge of Mono Coun- 
ty. All of these waters are noted for their large trout and you 
could readily plan a trip during the spring, late fall, or winter 
to any or all of these good angling haunts. And you'll find 
good accommodations near all of them, no matter what time 
of the year you visit them. 


Let’s start off with the Owens River, known for many

Viner, Walker Lake and Topaz Lake 
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years as one of the best trout streams in the West. This river 
abounds in Brown trout, many of which reach trophy size, 
and is planted heavily with catchable-size Rainbows each 
year. Department of Fish and Game officials estimate that 
there are approximately 100 meandering stream miles of 
the Owens River now open to legal all-year fishing, from 
the Los Angeles Intake opposite Aberdeen on the south to 
the new Pleasant Valley Dam on the north. 


Action to open the Owens River to all-year fishing was 
taken by the California Fish and Game Commission early in 
1956 on recommendation of the Department’s biologists who 
studied the river for several years and determined to their 
satisfaction that the longer season would not materially de- 
plete the trout population of this popular stream. 


Those planning to fish the Owens River after the regular 
season Closes October 31 each year should bear in mind that 
the stream is not open north of Birchim Canyon. A map 
showing in detail the open and closed parts of the river will 
be found elsewhere on these pages. 

Want some good Cutthroat Trout fishing? Well, Walker 
Lake near Hawthorne, Nevada, is at its best during the win- 
ter months. While it is not located within the actual borders 
of Inyo-Mono, it is close enough (and so easily reached) that

you'll probably want to include it in any winter or early 
spring fishing expedition you might want to make into this 
area. 

If you are fishing the Owens River—and decide you want 
some good lake angling—it is easy to reach Walker Lake by 
going northward from Bishop on U. S. 6 across Montgomery 
Pass, then take the Mina Cutoff (Nevada State Highway 
10) until it meets up with U. S. 95, and then go on north- 
ward to Hawthorne and Walker Lake. Or, if you happen to 
be farther north in Mono County, it is a simple matter to 
reach Walker Lake across the newly-surfaced Pole Line Road 
north of Lee Vining. 

Walker Lake usually get pretty “hot” starting in Novem- 
ber and December and it usually continues good until May. 
During those months lots of big Cutthroat Trout are caught, 
mostly by trolling, but some by casting from the shore. For 
several years the annual Field and Stream magazine award 
for the largest Cutthroat caught in the United States has 
been won by anglers taking them on Walker Lake. 


Boats and motors are available at several landings on 
the lake, and good accommodations are usually available in 
Hawthorne. Of course, a.Nevada fishing license is necessary 
for angling on Walker Lake, but out-of-state licenses are 
only $5 for the year, or $3.50 for a 5-day visitors’ permit. 

Another incentive to fish Walker Lake is the big “Cut- 
throat Derby” which Barney O’Malia’s El Capitan Club in 
Hawthorne annually sponsors. There are big cash and mer- 
chandise prizes in this contest which usually starts in Novem- 
ber, ends in May. 

Now, there’s another Inyo-Mono lake, just opened this 
season to all-year fishing. It’s popular Topaz Lake at the 
northern tip of Mono County on U. S. Highway 395. In fact, 
this large lake is located partly in California and partly in 
Nevada. And, since it has long been planted by both states, 
angling is usually quite good. 

It’s of interest to know, too, that either a California or 
Nevada fishing license is good for boat fishing anywhere on 
the lake. If, however, you are fishing from the shore, you'd 
better be sure you have the license for the state you are stand- 
ing in. 

Lots of big fish are annually caught on Topaz Lake and 
they might be Cutthroat, Rainbows, or Browns. The State of 
Nevada has been planting Cutthroat fingerlings in the lake 
for a long time—and many of them have grown up into 
king-sized fish. Every year the California Department of 
Fish and Game plants it heavily with catchable-size. Rain- 
bows and they, too, grow into mighty nice fish. Doesn’t take 
them long, either, as there is lots of good feed for them in 
Topaz. 

There are several resorts in the Topaz Lake area and 
there are plenty of good accommodations and boats and 
motors available for the year-round fishing. Don French's 
Topaz Lodge annually sponsors a huge trout derby and those 
who catch big fish on Topaz have a chance for fine weekly 
cash prizes as well as a huge grand prize. 


So, if you get that trout fishing itch early or late this 
year, plan a trip to the Inyo-Mono area. You don’t need to 
wait for the big opening day. Come on up and fish the Owens 
River, Walker Lake, or Topaz Lake! You'll probably catch 
some dandy fish, you'll enjoy good accommodations, you'll 
avoid the big summer crowds, and you'll probably have the 
time of your life.

Packing into the back-country of the High Sierras can 
be fun. It can also be comfortable. And, chances are, it will 
be the most unforgettable vacation you have ever spent in 
the great out-of-doors. 


You don’t have to take my word for it. Try it yourself 
this summer. Then, perhaps you'll agree with me that a pack 
trip into any one of a thousand high-country havens—where 
the scenery is magnificent, the trout fishing superb, the air 
so clear and invigorating—will be one of your most cherish- 
ed experiences. 


I have been making these High Sierra pack trips for 20 
years and, believe me, every one is new and different. Just 
like the children who can hardly wait for Christmas each 
year, that’s the way I feel about them. And I don’t think I'll 
ever get over it. Lots of others feel the same way about it. 


There is an indescribable thrill about arriving at the pack 
Station just as the summer sun stretches its morning rays 
across the canyons and eagerly standing by while the packer 
saddles your mount and packs the mules. When the last 
diamond hitch is tiéd, you quickly climb on your sure-footed 
horse—no doubt a veteran of many similar expeditions along 
mountain trailk—and, with a friendly wave of the hand to 
those left behind, you follow the pack train up the steep 
switchbacks on the trail to Wilderness Land.

A Pack Trip Can Be Fun 


Easiest Way to Escape Worldy Cares...and You Get Good Fishing. Too! 


Nellie Bly O’Bryan, author of this article, is one of two 
licensed women guides in the State of California. She has 
been a resident of Inyo-Mono for the past 20 years since 
her retirement from the silent movies in Hollywood. In 
last year’s edition of the Inyo-Mono Fishing Guide she 
was “written up” in article entitled “High Sierra Nellie.” 
She is now working on a book, giving her experiences in 
more detail, which will be published in the near future. 


Along the trail mountain flowers bloom beneath the 
horses’ feet—lemon yellow Blazing Star, vermillion Indian 
Paint Brush, purple Lupins, and many others. The scenery 
changes as you go higher and higher. You cross verdant 
meadows and you may often spy graceful does feeding with 
their young fawn, paying little or no attention to the pas- 
sers-by. Sometimes a stalwart buck will leap across the trail. 
Other times you will see him standing silently a short dis- 
tance away, with his ears up and his head held high as he 
watches the pack train go by—invading the high country 
realm which he likes to call his own. 


And so onward and upward. Before you reach the end 
of the trail, you will ride over high passes, look down into 
another world. Sharp granite peaks rise about you, many still 
capped with last winter’s snow. All your worries and troubles 
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have been left behind you. Now you're far from those frantic 
freeways, away from those mad rushes to and from work, 
far from the heat and smog. You give “no thought to the 
morrow, but spend a lot of time day-dreaming of the good 
things to come. Truly, all’s well with the world up here. 


So, you finally arrive at your destination. On the shores 
of a clear blue lake, where you will camp for the next few 
days, you dismount and stretch your legs. And, while the 
packer unloads the provisions, you hurry up a pot of coffee. 
You didn’t realize how hungry you were, so you unwrap 
those sandwiches, sit and chat with the packer while you eat 
and wash the food down with hot java. 


The sun shines mellow and warm. You never noticed be- 
fore how yellow and bright the sunlight could be. The flow- 
ers are blooming here, too—adding a touch of color to an 
already beautiful scene. Little animals scamper about, wait- 
ing for crumbs. And birds sing a gay song, as if to welcome 
you to this land of peace and quiet. 


The packer mounts the lead horse and, with all the other 
animals tied head-to-tail behind him, waves “so long” and 
heads back down the trail. Now you are alone—a long way 
from civilization and for just a moment you feel a bit strange, 
wondering what you would do if something happened. Then 
that feeling is gone, you turn to other things. 


You and your companions hustle about, gathering rocks 
to build a camp stove. You want to make it smoke-tight and 
you want to build it high, with a wide shelf on either side to 
hold the pots and pans and to keep the food warm. In an 
open place nearby you plan your campfire, an important spot 
on any back-country trip. For it is here that you will spend 
some of your happiest moments; it is here you will listen to 
“tall stories’ while toasting marshmallows, toasting your 
shins, and eating apples before “hitting the bedroll.” 

Some folks like to sleep in tents while they’re in the 


Wilderness country, but not me. I love to put the bedroll

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ae in a dry spot not far from the campfire so that when 
the last bit of flame has flickered out, I can look up at the 
heavens and wonder how many billions of other worlds 
just like ours might be up there. 


The stars and the Milky Way are so bright they light up 
the landscape. And, if there’s a moon, it will be the brightest, 
whitest moon you have ever seen. I love the sound of little 
animals in the still of the night and the chirp of birds at 
dawn. I love to watch the Morning Star come over the east- 
ern ridges—so big and bright it looks like a small sun. 


And finally, after a restful sleep, it’s morning and you get 
up. I think morning is the best time of day in the back-coun- 
try. You linger over breakfasts of bacon and eggs served with 
hot biscuits and jam—and good old-fashioned coffee brewed 
in a big pot.

You realize that at the end of the trail civilization will be 
waiting—with its many problems and responsibilities. But 
you are thankful in your heart that for a while, anyway, you 
have tasted the joys of heaven. 

Go, my friends, into the High Sierra Wilderness Areas! 
Enjoy the wonders of nature—the serenity of quiet lakes, soft 
winds that rustle the pines, bright stars at night, silver moon- 
light on the water, gorgeous sunrises, and fishing that is 
“out of this world.” 


Wilderness Areas were set aside for you to enjoy. Keep 
them clean and keep them green. Never, never leave a camp- 
fire burning and be sure all matches are put out and are dead. 

Yes, packing-in can be fun. It will probably be your most 
wonderful vacation whether you hunt the elusive buck, woo 
the wacky trout, or just “go along for the ride,” enjoying the 
scenery, painting pictures, or catching some of the beauty 
in the lens of your camera.

Park. (The south fork of this 
trail leads to Peeler Lake and the 
north fork goes across Kirkwood 
Pass into the headwaters of the 
West Walker River). 

LITTLE WALKER—This trail fol- 
lows Little Walker River and 
Molybdenite Creek. Lakes reach- 
ed by this trail: Emma, Anna, 
and McMillan. 

WeEsT WALKER—Extends along 
the West Walker River to Kirk- 
wood Pass where it joins the 
Buckeye Trail. This trail forks 
at the Middle Piute Meadows 
and the west fork goes into 
Yosemite National Park along 
Cascade Creek, passing the fol- 
lowing lakes: Harriet, Cora, 
Ruth, Helen, Bonnie, and into 
the Park at Dorothy Lake. Other 
lakes reached by the West Walk- 
er Trail below the forks in the 
trail are: Poore, Roosevelt, Lane, 
Hidden, Red Top, Fremont, 
Chain of Lakes, and Cinko. 

Lost CANYON — This trail ex- 
tends into Lost Canyon from the 
Coleville area. 


The Inyo-Mono Area offers more opportunity for in- 
teresting pack trips into the back-country than almost any 
other region in the United States. There are more than a 
score of pack stations strategically located in the Eastern 
High Sierras, from Coso Junction on the south to Coleville 


on the north. 


The pack outfits are licensed by the State of California 
and by the U. S. Forest Service. Personnel is capable and 
well-trained. Animals are sure-footed. 


Advertisements for most of these pack stations are in- 
cluded in the pictorial sections of this book’ covering the 
area in which each operates.

‘Catchable-Size Trout Planted 
In 82 Inyo-Mono Lakes, Streams 


One of the attractive features of fishing in Inyo-Mono 
is the fact that you don’t have to do a lot of walking to 
catch trout—if you don’t want to. The California Depart- 
ment of Fish and Game regularly stocks 82 “roadside” 
lakes and streams with “catchable-size” Rainbows. And 
those High Sierra waters which are fished heaviest are 
planted over and over again during the season. 

Last year the number of catchable-size trout planted 
in the Inyo-Mono area approached the two million figure. 
The Department is planning to distribute a like amount in 
easy-to-reach waters again this year. 

The raising and planting of “catchables” is one of the 
most expensive of Fish and Game operations. But it is 
also one of the most necessary—at least as far as Inyo- 
Mono is concerned. For, without the continuous replenish- 
ment of the roadside lakes and streams, the trout popula- 
tion would be seriously depleted, if not eliminated. 

So, with this tremendous number of catchable-size 
trout annually planted in easy-to-reach lakes and streams, 
you can count on catching fish in any of the 82 Inyo- 
Mono waters listed on this and the following pages.

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Trees Are Important to Us, Too!... 


Trees are important to the sportsman . . . the fisherman, the 


hunter, the camper or picnicker. Trees certainly are important 
to us, Too. 


We work hand-in-hand with the Inyo National Forest in har- 
vesting the mature trees which have outlived their usefulness 
in the woods. And when trees are cut, new ones are planted. 
To cut and process this lumber, we have constructed a new, 
modern mill. We hire some 125 employees and our half-million 
dollar annual payroll is very important to the economy of the 
Inyo-Mono area.

_ Dr. Edmund Schulman, professor of 
‘dendrochronology at the University of 
Arizona and one of the world’s fore- 
‘most authorities in this field, recently 
announced that he had definitely estab- 
lished that some of these “Methusaleh 
Pines” were more than 4,000 years old 

and still very much alive. (Dr. 
Schulman has located three trees more 
than 4000 years old and five others 
with tree ring records 3,000 years or 
SV 70re in length. There may be others, of 
course. 


Professor Schulman’s findings were 
‘revealed, for the first time, in a scienti- 
fic publication titled Dendroclimatic 
'Changes in Semi-Arid America which 
he released after 17 years of study of 
the White Mountain pines along with 
‘those from other Western States and 
‘some in South America. 

_ (Dendrochronology, according to 
Webster, means “the determination of 
dates of events and intervals of time in 
== former periods by comparative study of 
the sequence of rings of growth in trees 
and aged wood.) 

_ Two years ago, in the 1955 Inyo-

been established at about 1500 years of 
age. 

At that time this publication suspect- 
ed that older ones might be found. But 
Professor Schulman was not yet ready 
to make any official prediction to that 
effect. His field trips, however, continu- 
ed regularly into this hard-to-reach area 
of the Inyo National Forest and his re- 
lentless search eventually ended in the 
successful discovery of the most ancient 
of living things on earth now known 
to man. 


They're at least 1000 years older than 
the Giant Sequoias of California, always 
heretofore considered the most ancient. 
Yet they are much smaller in size— 
often containing less than 1000th of 





the wood volume contained in the huge 
Sequoias. 


They differ in other ways, too. Where 
the stately Sequoias rise tall and straight, 
the Bristlecones are gnarled and crook- 
ed. They average 25 to 50 inches across 
at the base and their height is from 15 
to 30 feet. Where the Sequoias thrive in 
moist climate, the Methusaleh Bristle- 


._ cones have eked out an existence under 


extremely adverse conditions of very 
light rainfall and continued wind pres- 
sure. 

Yet some of these hardy specimens 
have managed to outlive all other form 
of life known on earth. And, because 
they have, they provide Professor Schul- 
man, his assistant C. W. Ferguson, Jr., 
and their staff with invaluable records 
in tracing the rainfall records of the 
area for the past 4,000 years. 

Truly, these are interesting trees— 
gnarled, squatty specimens, hugging the

field day, every time they make the trip 
to view these forest patriarchs. 


There are stands of Bristlecone Pines 
all over the White Mountains, but the 
exceedingly old trees lie in a particular 
area between 9,900 and 11,419 feet, 
about 20 miles north and east of Bish- 
op. Part of this area (about 2,330 acres) 
has been officially set aside by the U. S. 
Forest Service as the White Mountain 
Natural Area and the trees within are 
protected against cutting or damage of 
any kind. This is no reason why they 
cannot be seen and enjoyed by the in- 
terested individuals who are willing to 
equip themselves with the proper trans- 
portation and who don’t mind “rough- 
ing it” a bit. 

Visitors are free to come and go as 
they choose, according to Joe Radel, 
supervisor of the Inyo National Forest 
of which the trees are a part. But the 
trip is not easy. Only access is by the 
White Mountain Research Station Road, 
which branches off the Westgard Pass 
highway east of Big Pine at the Cedar 
Flat intersection. The road northward 
(about 20 miles from the highway tin- 
tersection to the Natural Area) is steep 
and rough and the use of a jeep or 
pick-up truck with four-wheel trans- 
mission is an absolute necessity. If you 
are interested in making the trip, it 
might be well to check with the Inyo 
National Forest headquarters in Bishop 
for instructions and more information.

KING OF MOUNTAINS 


Every Year Hundreds of People Climb Mt. Whitney, Tallest Peak in U. § 


Majestic Mt. Whitney, towering above all other peaks in 
America, is not only the highest point in the country, but one 
of the most popular. Thousands of people, many of whom 
never climbed a mountain of any size before, can say: “I’ve 
been on top of Mt. Whitney, the highest of them all.” 


There are several reasons for this. But the principal one, 
of course, is the fact that the U. S. Forest Service and the 
U. S. Park Service have constructed a relatively easy trail to 
the top, where no special climbing equipment is needed. The 
trail is long and in places steep, but those with plenty of en- 
durance and a strong will can easily make the grade on foot. 
And those who want to make the journey “the easy way” 
can ride a sure-footed horse to the top and back again. 


Some of the local wits have described the difference simp- 
, “You get sore either way—yjust in a different place.” 


Of course there are more difficult ways of reaching the 
top, principally across the rugged eastern face. This ts con- 
sidered a Class 4 climb, a frightening proposition for anyone 
unfamiliar with pitons and nylon ropes, but only a good 
workout for expert climbers. 


However, this article deals principally with the well- 
marked walking and riding trail to the top of this great 
mountain. And the editors strongly recommend that only 
capable and experienced climbers take any other route. 


So let’s get back to our story. Mt. Whitney is located 
west of Lone Pine and you can drive as far as beautiful Whit- 
ney Portal (13 miles) on a good surfaced road, where you 
will leave your car. 


And, here is where you make the big deciston—whether

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to hike or ride to the top. This is the place where Bruce Mor- 
gan keeps his pack horses and mules, along with experienced 
guides, to take you and your party on up the winding trail. 
Or, here is the place where you shoulder your pack and start 
the 13-mile hike to the top. 


Either way, you'll want to sign the Forest Service re- 
gister at Whitney Portal (8371 feet elevation) and again at 
the top, if you “make the grade.” Incidentally, some 7,000 
people put their names on the register at the Portal in 1956 
and 2,200 inscribed their names on the book at the summit. 


Last summer, along with hundreds of others, “Slim” Bar- 
nard, Bill Burrud, and the rest of their “Wanderlust” party 
made the trip to the top of Mt. Whitney. A few days later 
they showed interesting movies to their Los Angeles TV 
audience and published an attractive account of the journey 


One of Inyo-Mono’s many claims to fame is the fact 
that both the highest and lowest points in the United 
States lie within the area—and less than 100 airline miles 
apart, too. We’re referring, of course, to majestic Mt. 
Whitney, rising 14,496 feet above sea level, and the Bad- 
water area of Death Valley, dropping 279 feet below sea 
level. 


The accompanying article portrays, in word and pic- 
ture, the story of Mt. Whitney. In next year’s edition of the 
Inyo-Mono Fishing Guide we will present historical and 
current information about Death Valley, an important and 
popular recreation area during winter months.—EDITOR.

“These are Mirror Lake, named literally for its brilliant 
reflection of the surrounding crags, and Consultation Lake, 
the 11,500-foot site of Naturalist John Muir’s conferences 
with his aides on the best route to the top of Whitney. 


“The trail they blazed climbs through a treeless wilder- 
ness of giant granite boulders and jagged rock needles, a 
scene of stark beauty that haunts the traveler of the Mt. 
Whitney trail. 


“And finally, you reach the top. At the flat, rock-strewn 
crest, a stone house shelters a register where all those who 
have conquered the highest point in the United States have 
signed their names. Naturally, we added ours. A plaque on 
the building commemorates the completion of the John Muir 
Trail on September 5, 1930, a project started in 1928. 


“For a couple of hours we sat at the top, resting our 
horses and gazing over the tremendous tableau below us. 
Far off, yet seemingly near, lay the heat-shimmering depres- 
sion of Death Valley. Nearer were the rugged High Sierra 
peaks, snow-fed lakes, green pine forests, and the tremen- 
dous expanse of Owens Valley. 


“Much to our surprise we discovered it was more difficult 
descending than ascending—although the trip down is much 
faster than going up. But, after three hours of leaning back 
in the saddles we reined up at the Outpost Camp for a wel- 
come hot-meal. The camp, nestled below a bluff, complete 
with waterfall, seemed a grand place indeed, after more than 
seven hours on the trail.” 


That was the way Barnard described it—a comparatively 
easy trip on horseback. But those who hike to the top add 
a little more color. Sometimes they complain of tired muscles, 
aching feet, altitude sickness, parched throats, and seemingly 
endless switchbacks. But they also talk about a sense of pride 
in their success. 


However, everyone who has made the trip is happy that 
he has done it. And many of them will be back, again and 
again. 

For there is something about this climb to the top of 
America which fascinates them—some inner urge that brings

Feeling pretty cocky about the whole thing, a group of 
the best fly-fishermen challenged the best bait anglers to a 
fishing contest, to be terminated with a huge fish-fry at 
Keough’s Hot Springs. That sounded like an excellent idea to 
the garden-hackle men and they immediately accepted. 


Walter “Baldy” Farrington, 74, who still makes his 
home in Bishop, was one of the members of the fly-fishing 
team which, he says, won the contest in both number of fish 
and in total poundage. 


Many of the contestants have now passed away, or have 
moved away from the High Sierra.

members of his winning group were U. G. “Chicken” Smith, 
Alex Reeve, Dick Eldred, “Rainbow Jack” Riner, George 
“Pop” Craig, Clay “Billy” Smith, and himself. 

“Baldy” wasn’t sure of all the members on the bait-fish- 
ing team, that day away back in 1921, but he recalls at least 
five of them as Glenn Dusenberry, Al Van Horn, Cal Evert, 
Wallace Forbes, and Lawrence Bradley. (Perhaps some of our 
readers can supply us with the missing names, so that they 


can be placed in the old records of the Rainbow Club). 


“Well,” Baldy says, “you can imagine how many fish we 
had that night, And, of course, us men couldn't eat them all. 
So, we sent out word inviting all the townsfolk down to 
Keough’s to enjoy a trout feed. Lots of them came down and 
we had a big evening of it.” 

“And that’s the night someone conceived the idea that 
we ought to be putting the fish in the streams and lakes, in- 
stead of taking them all out. So, we organized the Rainbow 











Club with that particular purpose in mind. O. J. Purdy was 
elected the first president.” 


The idea of planting the streams and lakes, fishing with 
only small flies, and other Rainbow Club projects caught on 
fast and almost all the men of the Bishop community joined 
up and took an active part. Soon membership was extended 
to both Inyo and Mono counties where members helped 
plant additional waters. Fingerling trout were obtained from 
the state fish hatchery at Independence on a requisition basis 
and were planted in the upper lakes and streams through 
the cooperation of the local packers. Resort owners on the 
lower waters also could requisition fingerling trout from the 
hatchery and Rainbow Club members usually were able to 
help them make the plants. 


Cea in the organization was $1 per year. (It’s 
now $2). And these funds, eicse with some help from Inyo 
County, enabled the Rainbow Club to buy a Dodge truck 
which they used for several years. Baldy Farrington was 
usually the driver. And it is indeed surprising the amount of 
miles that were covered, considering the roads and highways 
are not what they are today. Planting area was bounded by 
Ash Creek on the south and Swagger Creek on the north. 


Baldy, and a helper or two, would drive the truck down 
to Independence, load it up with as many as 32 10-gallon 
milk cans, iced and full of fingerling trout, and then take 
off. Other members would stand in the back of the truck 
with tin cans in their hand, bailing the water continuously 
so that it would be adequately aerated and the fish wouldn't 
die. Arrangement for the ice to be replenished was made 
ahead on the route and the packers and planters would also 
be waiting, ready to take the tiny fish on into the various 
destinations. 


Only fingerling Brown, Brook, Steelhead, and Rainbow 
were planted. Most of them, of course, came from the state 
hatchery at Independence, but some came from as far away 
as the McLeod Hatchery in Shasta County. 

These would come into Lone Pine in a specially-equip- 
ped baggage car owned by the Department of Fish and 
Game. And the Rainbow Club members would load up their 
trucks and hurry the fingerlings away, to waters which had 
been previously designated. 


And so the trout planting went steadily forward from 
1921 to 1928, with a tremendous interest being taken by 
the membership of the Rainbow Club. According to an early 
folder (appealing for memberships in The Southland) the 
Rainbow Club planted 300,000 fingerlings in 1921, 490,- 
000 in 1922, 1,046,000 in 1923. This number probably in- 
creased in later years, although accurate records don’t seem 
to be available. 


The same folder stated that the club planted 60 barren 
lakes with adult trout in 1922 ... and that was really a job, 
because often they had to be carried up steep and rough ter- 
rain in cans strapped on the men’s backs. There’s no telling 
exactly how many High Sierra lakes and streams got their 
first trout from the forward-looking Rainbow Club members, 
but the number would run well into the hundreds. 


While much of the club’s planting program centered in 
the upper areas, they did not neglect the lower lakes and 
streams either. Resort owners would often requisition baby 
trout to be planted in nearby waters and they could nearly 
always count on Rainbow Club members to bring them the 
fish and help to plant them. 


Probably the man most responsible for the planting of 
Rainbow Trout in the Upper Gorge of the Owens River was 
PAGE.

Tom Yerby (after which Tom’s Place is named). He did a 
lot of the work and he supervised the rest of the stocking in 
this part of the stream which, in later years, became one of 
the finest trout streams in the West. 
Of course it would be impossible to list the scores of men 
293 N. MAIN STREET... BISHOP... C. P. ANDRE, OWNER who were active in the early planting of Rainbows in the 
Gorge, even if such a list were available (which i tsn’t), 
but a few of those especially active in the early planting there 
were Joe Feige, Bert Johsnon, John Tibbets, Bert Chamber- 
lain Cy Williams, Dan Nicoll. These men strapped cans of 
trout on their backs and made the trip down the steep trails 
to make the plant in the river below. The fingerlings were 
released in shallow waters, to protect them as much as pos- 
sible from the larger. fish, many of which liked nothing bet- 
ter than a tasty meal of “small fry.” 


Actual planting was a problem, too. The men couldn't 
just dump the cans in the stream because the water there was 
often much colder than that in the cans. So, it had to be a 
gradual process of dipping stream water into the can and 
gradually getting the temperature about the same as the 
stream or lake, to avoid an abrupt change which might kill 
the tiny trout.

was no trout planting before 1921 or after 1928, when the

they planted them with vegetation which in future years 
provided adequate feed for the fish they were planting. 


Neither is this article meant to detract from the terrific 
job of catchable-size and fingerling stocking that has been 
carried out in such a thorough and scientific manner by the 
Department of Fish and Game which took over the job from 
the Rainbow Club in 1928 and have continued and greatly 
enlarged its scope since. 


But this article is intended to show that the Rainbow

Sierra planting program. And their unselfish efforts not only 
laid the foundation for our present-day fishing, but also made 
it Clear that a more adequate, better financed -plan of stock- 
ing would be necessary in order to keep fish in those streams 
and lakes where heavy pressure from thousands of visitors 
each summer greatly reduces the trout population. 


The early members of the Rainbow Club certainly de- 
serve a vote of thanks from all the sportsmen who now make 
regular trips to the High Sierra “vacation paradise.” ( EpI- 
TOR’S NOTE: We know we have left out the names of many 
men active in the early day planting program, but since they 
are not all available, we hope they or their families will for- 
give us.) 

* %* * 

So much for the early planting program of the Rainbow 
Club. It might, however, be well to mention some of the 
other interesting activities. 


Probably the most notable are the “Rainbow Day Dis- 
plays” which are still featured annually in Bishop at the 
opening of the trout season. Prizes are contributed by the 
local merchants and awarded to those fishermen who display 
the largest Rainbow, Brown, or Brookie trout caught on 
opening day. In addition, there are many other prizes for 
the best basket of each species, first limits, etc. The club al- 
ways encourages the youngsters to participate by giving a 
silver dollar to each of the first 50 boys and girls who bring 
in a trout they have caught themselves. 


First Rainbow Day was held in 1921 at the old Bishop 
Opera House and trout were displayed on the stage of the 
theatre. Anyone catching a limit was admitted free. Since 
that time the annual displays have been held in several dif- 
ferent locations and recently they have been staged on the

parking lot of Tony’s Service Station in downtown Bishop. 


“Things used to be quite different than they are now,’ 
Baldy Farrington reminisced. “In the early days all the stores 
in Bishop closed up and all the owners and employees went 
fishing on the opening day of the season. Now, many of the 
stores stay open 24 hours. But of course that is necessary to 
take care of the hundreds of people who annually drive up 
to Inyo-Mono for the opening.” 


Baldy also recalled that most of the real large trout were 
taken from the Owens River in the early days, so the Rain- 
bow Club tried to encourage fishing in other areas, with 
special prizes, etc. Some of the old-timers seem to recollect 
that William “Slim” Garner (who later owned Convict Lake 
Resort and who now lives in Ventura) often took top honors 
for the largest trout caught on opening day. And a few, with 
a chuckle, seem to intimate that “Slim” might have had a 
big one or two staked out in anticipation of the opening day 
prizes. 


“Slim would usually be the first one in with a big fish,”

Jack Foley recalls, “and it would usually be a honey, often 
the biggest of the show.” 


Baldy Farrington explains it another way. “Slim really 
was a good fisherman,” he pointed out,’ and Slim was the 
first to find out there was good cold water above the hot 
geysers in Hot Creek. That’s where he got his big fish—and 
lots of them.” 


And speaking of Hot Creek brings to mind the fact that 
the Rainbow Club was largely responsible for the establish- 
ment of a fish hatchery there. It was in 1934 when Roy 
Boothe was president that members conceived the idea of 
damming up Hot Creek and catching trout there. They figur- 
ed that water temperatures were favorable and other condi- 
tions ideal. 


The club leased the land from the City of Los Angeles 
and the members did the work in their spare time. “I remem- 
ber going up and digging 85 post holes in one day,” Bob 
Crosby recalls, “and there were many other men up there 
working a lot harder than I did.” 


Evidently the club proved their point—that Hot Creek 
was an ideal place for a hatchery, because the next year the 
state legislature, largely through the efforts of Senator Joe 
Riley, appropriated funds for the construction of a perman- 
ent operation there, under the management of the Depart- 
ment of Fish and Game. 


Crosby and Boothe also recall that the club established 
the first rearing ponds in Birchim Canyon and that these 
proved quite successful. Rainbow members wanted to de- 
monstrate that it was feasible to plant fingerlings in rearing 
ponds and raise them to catchable-size without losing too 
many. 

“We counted the fingerlings when they were put in the 
Birchim rearing ponds and we counted the catchable-sizé 
trout when they were taken out at the end of the season. We 
only lost 15 per cent of them,’ they recall. 

This foreshadowed the establishment of rearing ponds at 
Black Rock and other Inyo-Mono hatcheries.

The Rainbow Club was busy with other activities, too. 
Oftentimes the group was asked to supply fresh trout for 
fish feeds in Southern California. One year they sent trout 
down to Los Angeles to feed the national officers of the Elks 
Lodge in convention there. Often they supplied a daily limit 
of fresh trout for the packers of this area who were pub- 
licizing Inyo-Mono at the Pomona fair. In 1927 they sup- 
plied trout for the national Izaak Walton convention at Long 
Beach. Local fish fries were frequent in Bishop and at one 
time the Rainbow clubbers supplied and cooked the trout 
for a record crowd of more than 700 people. But it soon 
became evident this was a needless drain on the fishing waters 
of Inyo-Mono and the big fish feeds were abandoned. 


The Rainbow Club always promoted fly-fishing as the 
true sport for anglers and some of the most prized possessions 
were the gold pins awarded to members catching trout on 
the smallest flies. Only those using No. 10 flies or smaller 
were eligible. 


Members of the club have always worked hand-in-hand 
with the Department of Fish and Game and in recent years 
have raised hundreds of pheasants in their pens each season 
to be released just prior to the bird season. One year, W. A. 
“Bob” Crosby, one of the early presidents of the organiza- 
tion, recalls that the club bought hundreds of pounds of 
chicken feed, so that members on snowshoes could haul it 
out east of Bishop and spread it on the unusually heavy snow 
which had made it almost impossible for the quail to find 
anything to eat. 


And through the years there have been scores of other 
worthwhile projects. 

* * * 

It would certainly be possible to go on-and-on with ac- 
counts of other interesting and worthwhile activities of the 
Rainbow Club. But space in this publication does not permit 
it. It should be said, however, that the organization is still 
very much alive and still includes a large membership of 
people interested in promoting and protecting the fishing 
and hunting activities of the Inyo-Mono area.

Hiere’s How to Reach Some Eager 
Trout Without Wading Through 
Salmon Egg Jars. Beer Cans; 

Its Tough, But Worth It!

So you want to know how to reach some of those hidden 
“hot spots’”—those tucked-away High Sierra lakes where the 
trout are churning the water in a frenzied effort to reach your 
creel and each one landed will haul your de-liar down to a 
full pound or better. Okay, smooth down your hackles and 
let’s take a look at some of them. 


But first, we had better get one thing straight. Those 
fantastic fishing holes that existed by the roadside some 25 
years ago just aren’t there any more. To reach spots of equal 
calibre you have to work for them—and that means either 
staggering into the high country on foot or renting a horse 
that will dump you stiff but still breathing on the shore of 
some azure pothole. Either way, it can be an adventurous 
climax to a fun-filled vacation anywhere in Inyo-Mono’s 250- 
mile stretch of lakes and streams. 

Let’s go! 

Just as a one-day shakedown cruise and a chance to get 
unlimbered, let’s try an easy one first and start from Lee Vin- 
ing. Drive west over famous Tioga Road, turning right after 
passing Ellery Lake (9,600 ft—Brookies and Rambow) go-

ing on over two miles of dirt road to Saddlebag Lake (10,050 
ft.—Brookies, Rainbow). An old mining road, complete with 
locked gate, skirts the right-hand shoreline so we have two 
choices. A few boatloads of fisHermen should be on the lake 
so we can hitch a ride to the inlet of Saddlebag and hit the 
mining road that continues to gain altitude at the upper end 
or we can stick to the road all the way around the lake and 
hope for a seldom seen mining truck or car going on beyond 


Saddlebag. 


Whichever we choose, the idea is to follow the road for 
about three miles beyond Saddlebag Lake going by one or 
two small lakes to the mine tunnel at the end of the road, 
just above Steelhead Lake (10,500 ft—Brookies). There 1s 
no trail from here but we angle up the granite slope due west 
for a mile to the saddle (11,000 ft.) just north of North Peak 
(12,261 ft.) From this saddle we can look down on our first 
“Sierra hot spot”—one of the three McCabe Lakes (10,500 ft. 
—large Rainbow). It's a 500-foot drop and a half-mile 
scramble over broken granite to the lake. The second lake 1s 
a half-mile southwest from here, the third a mile due west. 


If you’re a spinning addict try a chrome Knobby Wob- 
bler or a Hot Shot Wobbler with the red stripe. Stick to 4- 
oz. for distance and work along the rocky edges of the lake. 
You fly fishermen will get plenty of action here, too, with 
either wet or dry Hare’s Ear or Royal Coachman patterns. It 
you lugged a can of worms over the saddle and like to sit in 
one spot, find a deep section of the lake and you'll get 
action off the bottom. ... continued on page 66

Don’t be surprised when a two pound square-tailed Rain- 
bow tears your tackle apart. Trout to five pounds have been 
taken here; so when one of those scarlet-striped beauties 
grabs on and turns a half dozen typical Rainbow flips on 
the surface, be ready! If you happen to hit a slow part of the 
day at the first lake don’t pass up the other two. They all 
have Rainbow that like nothing better than to shatter a 
hundred dollar rod or snap a stout glass job. They aren’t 
particular! 

By now those muscles should be losing a few kinks and 
your low-altitude lungs getting used to the air above 9,000 
feet. Let’s pick up the pace a little and drive west from Bish- 
op, about 20 miles up Bishop Creek to the end of the road 
at Lake Sabrina (9,138 ft—Rainbow and Brookties). The 
round-trip from here to our next “hot spot” is about 15 miles 
and it can be done in one day with plenty of time to land 
all the big ones that will fit in your creel. If you’re sceptical 
about that 15 miles in one day at an altitude above 9,000 
feet, throw in a light sleeping bag and enough food to see 
you through an extra day. A gentle mountain horse can be 
obtained at North Lake in case backpacking doesn’t spark 
your enthusiasm. 

The trail follows the shoreline around the left side of 
Lake Sabrina gaining altitude rapidly at the upper end of the 
lake. In two and a half miles you’ve gained 1,250 feet eleva- 
tion and reached Blue Lake (10,400 ft—Rainbow and 
Brookies). From here the trail meanders around the right side 
of the lake forking sharply to the right about half way 
around, then dropping into a small canyon. Here we climb 
again for a short distance to Emerald Lakes (10,500 ft.— 
Brookies) and move on over a broken set of switchbacks to 
Dingleberry Lake (10,600 ft.—Brookies). 


It will always be a mystery why peculiar names were giv- 
en to such beautiful lakes in such breathtaking surroundings 
but from Dingleberry Lake we ascend past Topsy Turvy Lake 
(10,800 ft—Brookies) and Hungry Packer Lake (11,000 ft. 
—Brookies) to Moonlight Lake (11,000 ft.—Brookies). At 
the upper end of Moonlight, the trail becomes obscured but 
by following the inlet stream for another mile over a series 
of two or three benches we finally wheeze to the outlet of 
Echo Lake (11,600 ft.—Brookies). 


It’s been a long haul, probably four hours on the trail, 
but when you make that first cast and a fat two pound 
Brookie puts a strain on your rod tip, you won't even remem- 
ber the trip. Some of you probably brought spinning gear. 
If so, try a brass lure of some type—Thomas Arrow Spoon, 
Knobby Wobbler, or Super Duper. Let these lures sink be- 
fore making the retrieve. Occasionally you'll hang up on the 
bottom but you'll also get more strikes and bigger fish. If 
you brought a basket full of trout flies try a Brown Hackle 
Peacock tied very wet. Maybe you tie ’em yourself. If so, try 
a wrap or two of red flourescent thread around the peacock 
body. If you’re a dry fly purist, stick around until the sun 
goes off the water and the lake will be dimpled with rises. 
Salmon eggs and worms will do the job, too, if you’ve taken 
the trouble to haul them up here. 

Whatever you use, you'll catch Brookies in this lake the 
size of which you never thought existed in Sierra waters. 
When your creel gets heavy and you want to catch your 
breath before starting the 7-mile return to the road’s end, 
lie back on the alpine grass near the outlet and take a look

at square-topped Mt. Powell off to your left—or dream up 
a name for the 13,367-foot hunk of granite that guards the 
upper end of Echo Lake. 

For “hot spot” number three, how would you like to visit 
a lake that contains three species of trout and be able to 
throw back the ones under two pounds because they are too 
small? About two miles south of Coleville in the northern 
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tip of Mono County a road turns west off the highway and 
goes towards Little Antelope Valley. Keep bearing to the 
right and for 8 miles you gain altitude until the road be- 
comes one for jeeps or four-speed pickups. On top of the 
ridge overlooking the Valley around Coleville you level out 
and reach a grove of aspen and a horse corral. The trip from 
here may take two days so you might want to use stock ob- 
tained from pack station headquarters in Coleville.

valleys. After two or three stream crossings and final rise 
through light timber, the trail levels off through a wet mea- 
dow and drops slightly to Poison Lake (8,950 {t— Rainbow, 
Browns, and Cutthroat). From the corral you have travelled 
8 miles through some of the most scenic country in the Sierra. 


Here is a lake where three species of trout not only exist 
but are doing extremely well. The lake is small in area but 
very deep—at least 100 feet. The trout move along the edges, 
apparently getting their food supply near the shore. They 
rise readily to dry flies, take wet flies on the bottom, or will 
smash practically any of the standard spinning lures. Bait 
used on the bottom is a slow process but just as effective on 
the big ones. 

Not long ago one angler wrestled a whopping eight- 
pounder to’ shore. The record trout taken here is more than 
12 pounds. Cutthroat, Rainbow, and Browns in the 2-4 
pound class are common. Poison Lake is unusual in its timb- 
ered setting and can produce many a surprise for the angler 
who makes the trip. 

Okay. You've had your leisurely trips over meandering 
trails and alpine meadows. Let’s wind up this summer’s “hot 
spot” trips by making a breathtaking jaunt into the highest 
country in the United States. This time we go toward the 
southern end of the Valley turning west at Lone Pine and 
driving about 12 miles to the end of the road at Whitney 
Portal. 

The trip will be a long one—about 25 miles each way— 
so the total time needed is four days, if pack stock is used. 
Horses out of Whitney Portal climb from the end of the 
road (8,450 ft.) to Trail Crest (13,600 ft), then drop past 
the turnoff for the summit of Mt. Whitney to the canyon 
floor below. This is a portion of the Muir Trail which we

now follow north and at Wright Creek turn back east and 
climb to Wallace Lake (11,470 ft.—large Goldens). 


The alternate route and by far the quickest, if you are 
an experienced backpacker, is to bear northwest from the 
end of the road at Whitney Portal and climb around the base 
of Tunnabora Peak (13,593 ft.) ascending to Vacation Pass 
(12,000 ft.). This is about a 3,600-foot climb in nearly six 
miles and there is no trail. Wallace Lake is a 500-foot drop 
below Vacation Pass and you'll have to pick your way 
through tumbled granite boulders. Although not recom- 
mended for those who have never hiked in the Sierra, it 
can be a tremendous adventure for those who understand 
the problems of backpacking and want to do something 


| really different. 


Wallace Lake is one of those half dozen or so remain- 
ing lakes in the Sierra that consistently produce large Gold- 
en Trout. Four and five pounders have been taken here and 
14-inch 114 lb. trout are the rule. Golden Trout are bait 
and wet fly eaters, although early in the year they can be 
taken with lures and spinners. Their fighting pattern is un- 
predictable—sometimes stubbornly hanging to the bottom, 
sometimes doing tail twisting acrobatics on the surface. Best 
of all, they are the most beautiful trout in the world. 


So there’s a start for the “hot spots” of the Sierra. Try 
one this summer—or better yet, make them all if you have 
the time. You'll agree the fishing is fantastic and the high 
country you pass through is unmatched anywhere in the 
world.

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DEVILS POSTPILE NATIONAL MONUMENT NEAR REDS MEADOWS 


Devils Postpile National Monument 
_.. Sight That's Well Worth Seeing 


If you are one of those people who 
like to visit interesting places and see 
at first-hand some of the unusual rock 
formations that are to be found in the 
High Sierras, you'll have to put the 
“Devils Postpile’ at the head of the 
list. This extraordinary formation of 
symmetrical blue-gray basaltic columns. 
fitting closely together like the pipes 
of a great organ and rising as high as 
G60 feet, is considered so outstanding that 
the United States government has made 
it a National Monument. 


It is truly a sight to see... and 
you can easily combine a trip there with 
some excellent fishing in nearby lakes 
and streams. Too, you can see the in- 
spiring Rainbow Falls of the San Joa- 
quin River and the Earthquake Faults 
at the same time. 

Devils Postpile is easy to reach by 
good roads, most of which are surfaced. 
Take the Minaret Road to the right 
from the Mammoth Lakes Highway 


(turn at Christiania Resort) for a dis- 
tance of 14 miles. And you'll find your- 
self at one of Nature’s fantastic forma- 
tions. 

The geologists explain it this way: 

The Devils Postpile is a remnant of a 
basaltic lava flow that originated in 
Mammoth Pass and extended down the 
canyon of the Middle Fork approxt 
mately 6 miles to a point just beyond 
Rainbow Falls. This outpouring took 
place during the inter-glacial epoch that 
preceded the last glaciation in the Sierra 
Nevada, presumably between 100,000 
and 200,000 years ago. | 


When the Middle Fork glacier re 
advanced for the last time, it found this 
mass of basalt obstructing its path. Since 
the glacial ice was about 1,000 feet 
thick, it easily overrode the obstruction. 
The basalt, cracked into columns whet 
it had contracted while cooling, wa’ 
readily quarried away, column by col 
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umn, by the glacier. During the thou- 
sands of years that the ice held sway, the 
bulk of this basaltic flow was removed, 
with only the more resistant parts left 
standing. Of these, the largest is the 
Devils Postpile, about 900 feet long and 
200 feet high. 

One side of the Postpile was quarried 
away by the glacier, leaving exposed a 
sheer wall of columns 40 to 60 feet 
high. Many of these columns have bro- 
ken away from the face of the forma- 
tion and lie in fragments in the talus

slope below. While most of the columns 
are vertical, some are slanting, some are 
curved, and some radiate from a com- 
mon center. 


The top of the formation presents an 
unusual condition. Here the cross sec- 










to the top where the glacial polish may 
be seen. 


Among the other interesting geologic 
features of the area is the pumice which 
is found in the northern part of the 
monument. This material, an exceed- 
ingly porous lava, is so light in weight 
that it will float in water. It is believed 
to have been deposited after the Ice 
Age by the now extinct Mammoth 
Mountain and other old volcanic craters 
in the region. Several bubbling hot 
springs, one of which is at Reds Mea- 
dows, are other evidences of recent vol- 
canic activity. It is thought that most 
of their heat comes from contact with 
gases from molten lavas which are in 
the process of crystallization. 


While you are visiting the Devils 
Postpile area, you should make it a 
point to see the Rainbow Falls, only 
two miles down the river trail from 
the Postpile where the Middle Fork of 
the San Joaquin makes a sheer drop of 
140 feet into a deep-green pool. The 
dark basaltic cliffs contrast strikingly 
with the white water and, during the 
middle of the day, many Rainbows add 
to the exquisite beauty of the scene. 
Hence the name. 


You can drive within three-quarters 
of a mile of the Falls via the road to 
Reds Meadows where telephone, store, 
cabins, saddle and pack horses are avail- 
able. 


If you have your fishing gear along 
(and you certainly should have) you'll 
find good trout angling in the San Joa- 
quin River, Sotcher Lake, and other 
nearby lakes and streams. 


It should be also noted, in passing, 
that swimming is permitted in the river 
below the park ranger’s tent in the Na- 
tional Monument area.

Every fall and winter hundreds of 
nimrods invade the Inyo-Mono area to 
hunt deer, pheasants, ducks, geese, quail, 
and chukars. Some sportsmen have been 
making these trips to the High Sierras 
for many years, look forward to them 
months ahead. The year just wouldn't 
be complete without it. 

There are lots of deer in Inyo-Mono 
and every year in the neighborhood of 
2,000 are killed. Actually the 1956 sea- 
son was a little disappointing because 
the weather stayed warm so long that 
the deer didn’t come down to the lower 
levels until late in the season. Early 
storms would have improved the hunt- 
ing and greatly increased the kill. Nev- 
ertheless, a large number of sportsmen 
got their bucks in their favorite spots

in the Sierras or White Mountains. And 
those who didn’t come home with meat 
had a good time—that’s for sure—be- 
cause the Inyo-Mono communities wel- 
come the hunters, try to make their stay 
as enjoyable as possible. 

Department of Fish and Game of 
ficials are predicting good deer hunting 
here for future years, largely becaus¢ 
the winter feed conditions are the best 
in years. And, say the experts, this usual: 
ly means a bumper crop of fawns. 

Pheasant and quail shooting was bet 
ter-than-average in the Owens Valley 
area (Bishop south to Lone Pine) in 
1956, probably because of the increast 
in feed on account of the ample watet 
supply last year. The Department of 
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Fish and Game, assisted by the Rainbow 
Club, released hundreds of pheasants 
before and during the season and quite 
a few hunters reported good shooting. 
As usual, chukars were hunted but not 
many killed. These birds are more or 
less plentiful on the rocky slopes, but 
bs they are exceedingly smart, usually get 
» away before the nimrods get good shots 
Wy) «=6.at them. They are a real challenge, 
™ though, and are excellent eating. 
a The heavy snowfall of the 1955- 
") 1956 winter, with the increased water 
\) in streams, pot-holes, etc., probably ac- 
' counted for the fact that there were 
more ducks and geese in the Inyo-Mono 
area than for sometime. However, the 
late warm weather and absence of 
storms until the last days of the season, 
made the hunting tough. As a rule there 
was fair duck shooting along the Owens 
River and on Topaz, Mono, Crowley, 
and Klondike lakes. There were lots of 
geese on these waters also but usually 
they rafted in the center of the lakes, 
out of the reach of hunters’ shotguns. 


It is impossible to predict weather 
conditions. But, if the area gets an early 
storm or two this fall, hunters can ex- 
pect excellent deer and goose hunting

U.8. Forest Service Maintains More Than 100 Camps in Inyo-Mono Area 


If you like to pitch a tent or haul a trailer, you'll find more than 100 excellent 
public campgrounds in the Inyo-Mono area to choose from. These camps, varying in 
size from small picnic spots to spacious areas where large groups can spend days 
or weeks near good fishing waters, are set up and maintained by the U. S. Forest 
Service in the Inyo and Toiyabe National Forests. 


According to Joe Radel, supervisor of the Inyo National Forest, public re- 
creational use of the forest increased by 1614 per cent in 1956—a total of 1,749,- 
000 “man-days” during the year. He reported that in recreational use Inyo National 
Forest ranked fifth out of 149 national forests in the United States. It is also interest- 
ing to note that winter sports use of the Inyo forest increased from 91,000 “man- 
days” in 1955 to 126,000 in 1956—a rise of more than 38 per cent.

Every year more and more sportsmen are finding it de- 
sirable and time-saving to fly to their destination in Inyo- 
Mono. For their safety and convenience, a dozen air strips of 
various sizes are located throughout the area, available for 
regular or emergency use. 


For the information of those interested in flying their 
own planes into the area, the following brief description of 
the 12 local fields is given. Pilots unfamiliar with the area 
are urged to use extreme care in crossing the mountains and 
landing at the low-level fields of Lone Pine or Bishop 1s 
recommended. More detailed information on the other fields 
in the Inyo-Mono area may be obtained at each of these ait- 
ports. 

Principal field in the area is at Bishop where radio (Um- 
com 122.8), weather reports, teletype, gas, oil, repair facili- 
ties are available. Landing lights are also available on the 
Unicom count of 10. 

Commercial plane service is available at several of the 
fields. Experienced mountain pilots at Coso Junction, Grant, 
and Lone Pine are prepared to take sportsmen into the back- 
country fields at Monache and Tunnel Meadows as well as 
to more distant destinations. Two highly regarded commerci- 
al flying services also operate out of the Bishop airport. 

Pilots flying into the area are urged to check latest pub- 
lications and maps concerning these Inyo-Mono strips, listed 
from south to north on the opposite page.

So, your're making a trip to Inyo- 
Mono and you're traveling northward 
on Highways U. S. 6 and 395 from The 
Southland. Well, the write-ups, maps, 
and pictures in the remaining pages of 
The 1957 Inyo-Mono Fishing Guide 
will make your trip more enjoyable— 
if you follow them as you go along. 
Chances are you’ll learn more about the 
country you're traveling through, see 
more interesting sights, and perhaps 
you'll find just the places where you 
want to stop for your vacation. 


You officially enter the Inyo-Mono 
“vacationland” just south of Little Lake 
at the Inyo-Kern county line. And, it’s 
a welcome sight, to the west, after a 
rather dull drive across the desert, to 
see that the Sierra mountains are get- 
ting taller and the countryside getting 
more interesting. Your drive northward 
continues past Coso Junction, Dunmov- 
in, Grant, Olancha, Cartago, and on 
into Lone Pine. 


But, of course, you may want to stop 
along the way. Either at Coso Junction 
or at Grant you can embark on a quick 
plane ride which will terminate at Mon- 
ache Meadows, high in the Sierras. Here 
in this back-country paradise, you'll find 
excellent trout fishing, hunting in sea- 
son, accommodations, and pack horses 
to enable you to continue your trip far- 
ther into the High Sierras. If you want 
to visit Jordan’s Hot Springs, or other 
similar areas around the Kern River, 
you'll have to pack (or /ike) from Mon- 
ache. And, of course, you can reach 
Monache itself by pack train from Hat- 
wee or Sage Flat. Either way you go, 
you'll probably find this trip very re- 
warding—in scenery, fishing, and re- 
laxation. 


There is other excellent back-country 
farther north, too—for instance, the 
area around Templeton and Tunnel 
Meadows, which can be reached by 
plane from Lone Pine or by pack train. 


On the Preceding 
Division Page... 


Here is an unusual view of a waterfall in 
Lone Pine Canyon west of the Town of Lone 
Pine, representative of the southernmost sec- 
tion (Little Lake to Lone Pine) of the Inyo- 
Mono vyacationland. Lone Pine Creek is a 
good fishing stream extending westward to 
Whitney Portal and on above. It is heavily 
planted during the season, gets a good play 
from the anglers. (Frasher’s Fotos, Pomona). 
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Then there is the incomparable high 
country around Cottonwood Lakes and 
Golden Trout Creek which can be 
reached by pack outfit from Cartago or 
Carroll Creek. 


Outside of this Sierra back-country 
we have mentioned, principal fishing 
activity comes along Lone Pine Creek 
to the west of the Town of Lone Pine 
and on up the beautiful Mt. Whitney 
Trail.

Independence, Big 
Pine Section 


When you reach the Independence- 
Big Pine area, you are in the heart of 
Owens Valley—a broad expanse of fair- 
ly flat land lying between the Sierras 
on the west and the White Mountains 
on the east. As you travel along the 
highway you cross several small streams, 
all of which are frequently stocked with 
catchable-size trout — providing fairly 
good fishing, especially early in the sea- 
son when the water is comparatively 
high. But most of the good trout angl- 
ing will be found in the Sierra back- 
country. And this section of Inyo-Mono 
has some of the best. 


Independence is the county seat of 
Inyo County and you'll probably notice 
the court house as you drive past. You're 
invited to stop in and see the historic 
display at the Eastern California Mu- 
seum in the court house building. 


One of the principal streams in the 
most southern part of this section is In- 
dependence Creek which can be fished 
from the Town of Independence west- 
ward (and upward) to Gray’s Meadow 
and Onion Valley. A well graded road 
extends as far as the latter, a good 
“Jumping off” spot to a variety of back- 
country hardly equalled elsewhere in 
the High Sierras. Two pack stations are 
located at Onion Valley, ready to take 
parties across Kearsarge, Shepard, Saw- 
mill, or Taboose passes. Another pack 
station is located on Oak Creek, just a 
few miles north and west of Indepen- 
dence, not far from U. S. 395. 


It would be impossible to list these 
back-country lakes because there are so 
many. But, if you are interested, you can 
find as many as you like on detailed 
maps of the area. And, you'll find ex- 


cellent fishing in practically all of them: 


On the Preceding 
Division Page... 


Gilbert Lake is a small but scenic lake west 
of Independence. You can drive to Onion 
Valley, hike or ride the short distance be- 
yond. University Peak is shown in the back- 
ground. Gilbert Lake is good fishing, and 
some of the trout are surprisingly large. 
There’s lots of good back-country in the 
Independence-Big Pine section of the Inyo- 
Mono area. (Frasher’s Fotos, Pomona). 
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and such unusual mountain scenery that 
the U. S. government has set much of it 
aside as the King’s Canyon National 
Park. The north-south John Muir Trail 
connects the trans-Sierra trails, making 
it comparatively simple to reach any of 
these important lakes and streams. 


Back down on U. S. 395, and driving 
northward, you pass Aberdeen, Fish 
Springs, several small fishing streams, 
and enter Big Pine, another friendly 
Inyo county community, with fine 
motels, stores, service stations, etc. By 
turning westward at the center of town, 
you can drive up Big Pine Creek Can- 
yon to an elevation of 7,850 feet on a 
good surfaced road. Big Pine Creek it- 
self is a good fishing stream and can 
be worked most of the way. 
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ABERDEEN RESORT 









At the end of the road (Glacier 
Lodge), you can take your choice of 
hiking or riding (pack station nearby) 
into the Big Pine Lakes area. In this 
fantastically beautiful country, there aft 
seven Big Pine Lakes, all excellent fish: 
ing. And, there are other lakes and 
streams close by. Anglers regularly 
catch Rainbow and Brook Trout and 
occasionally they hook on to Browns 
and, in some of the high lakes, the 
native Goldens. 


Palisade Glacier, southernmost active 
glacier in the United States, can be seen 
at a distance anywhere in this area. And 
those who wish to examine it more cafe 
fully may hike or pack into it. Its a 
unusual sight, well worth the trip. 
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® There’s a lot of good back-country fishing west of Indepen- 
dence.

Now, after a 15-mile drive north 
from Big Pine, you reach Bishop, largest 
community in the High Sierras. 


The area around Bishop is extremely 
popular with the sportsmen, not only 
because of its diversified opportunities 
for fishing but also because there are 
lots of good camping spots along the 
banks of the streams and on the shores 
of the lakes. There are several good re- 
sorts in the area, also, where sportsmen 
and their families can find good accom- 
modations. And there are plenty of good 
motels in Bishop as well—good for 
overnight stops or longer stays. 


Now, let’s first consider the Owens 
River. This large “low level” stream ts 
annually stocked with catchable-size

and Game. But there are thousands and 
thousands of good-size native Brown 
Trout in there too, waiting to be caught 
by anglers who know how to do it. 


Owens River is readily reached from 
any number of roads near Bishop. And 
it is now open for year-around trout 
fishing from Pleasant Valley Dam north 
of town as far south as the Los Angeles 
Aqueduct Intake (opposite Aberdeen). 


Now, let’s make the trip “up the hill” 
on the surfaced State Highway 76, 
which terminates at Lake Sabrina (18 
miles away). Most of the drive up, you'll 
be going parallel and close to Bishop 
Creek and there are many spots along 
this stream that are good fishing be- 
cause it is heavily and regularly planted 
with catchable-size Rainbows. 


Principal lakes in this area are Lake 
Sabrina, North Lake, and South Lake. 
Sabrina is the largest (200 acres) and 
is planted with 30,000 “catchables” 
every season. There is a resort (Camp 
Sabrina) close by and boats are also 
available. There are also good camp 
grounds in the vicinity. North Lake is 
only a few miles distant and also readily

South Lake is typical of the fine lakes in 
the Bishop Creek canyon area west of the 
City of Bishop.

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reached by car. It is small (15 acres) 
but the fishing is good and it is planted 
with 6,000 catchable-size Rainbows an- 
nually. There is a resort (Cardinal Vil- 
lage) on Bishop Creek nearby and there 
is also a pack station (Schober’s) where 
animals are available to take you to 
some of the fabulous back-country 
across Piute Pass, etc. 


South Lake is an excellent fishing 
lake on the South Fork of Bishop Creek 
(25 miles from Bishop). This popular 
lake boasts approximately 100 acres and 
is planted with 20,000 ‘“catchables’ 
each season. A resort (Parcher’s Rain- 
bow Camp) serves this immediate area 
and there is also a pack station (Rai- 
bow) ready to arrange a trip for you 
across Bishop Pass, etc. Angling is good 
all along the South Fork of Bishop 
Creek and there is another resort (Bish- 
op Creek Lodge) to serve this area. 

Included also in this Bishop-Owens 
River section is the Pine Creek area to 
the north of Bishop. Pine Creek is fish- 
able for almost its entire length and 1s 
annually planted with 10,000 catchable- 
size Rainbow Trout up as far as its yunc- 
tion with Morgan Creek. Here you will 
also find a pack station (Pie Creek), 
ready to take you to the fabulous French 
Canyon area (and other good back- 
country spots) where you can catch

Not long after you leave Bishop and 
continue northward on U. S. Highway 
395, you'll find a new stretch of road 
which eliminates the old time-consum- 
ing, zig-zagging Sherwin Grade. It 
branches eastward at Birchim Canyon 
(about 15 miles north of Bishop), and 
connects with the old U. S. 395 just 
south of Tom’s Place. Of course the 
other road past Paradise Camp remains 
open, for those who might wish to use 
it, and good lower Rock Creek fishing 
spots can easily be reached in this way. 

Just south of Tom’s Place, you'll find 
a road leading westward from the high- 
way into the higher Sierra country. Gen- 
erally speaking, this road follows Rock 
Creek upward to Rock Creek Lake (e/e- 
vation of 9,082 feet). During the sum- 
mer, you're likely to pass scores of trail- 
ers and tents in the public camp grounds 
which line the banks. And, you are like- 
ly to see quite a few anglers out trying 
their luck, too, because Rock Creek is 
good fishing. It is a long stream and is 
fished heavily, because it is so easily 
reached. But it is stocked generously 
and regularly with catchable-size Rain- 
bow Trout by the Department of Fish 
and Game. 

A lodge, store, and pack station are 
located on or at the end of this road. 


Some of the most beautiful back-coun- 
try in the High Sierras can be reached 
by trail from this point. 

Back down on U. S. 395, we continue 
on northward through Tom’s Place, to 
the South Landing of Crowley Lake. 
This man-made lake, owned and oper- 
ated by the City of Los Angeles, is 
known as the “lair of the tackle busters” 
and it is no idle slogan. More big trout 
are caught in Crowley every year than 
in any other California lake, barring 
none. There is lots of feed for the fish 
in this lake and the Dept. of Fish and 
Game cooperates by stocking it every 
fall with at least 100,000 catchable-size 
Rainbow Trout. In addition, there are 
thousands of Brown Trout in Crowley, 
many of them of fantastic size. The all- 
time record catch is a fish slightly more 
than 19 lbs., but there are bigger ones 
in there, waiting to be caught.

There are other good fishing spots 
in this section of Inyo-Mono. Several 
good streams flow out of the High Sier- 
ras into Crowley and into the river 
above it, including Hilton Creek, Mc- 
Gee Creek, etc. 

The Hilton Lakes are quite popular, 
too. This group of scenic back-country 
waters (at an elevation of a little more 
than 10,050 feet) can readily be reach- 
ed by daily trips of a pack train, operat- 
ing a half-mile west of U. S. 395. Boats 
are available on some of these lakes 
where fishing for Rainbows, Browns, 
Brookies, and some Goldens is extra 
special. 

Convict Lake is another popular and 
well-known spot. Easily reached by sur- 
faced road extending westward from 
U. S. 395, several miles north of Crow- 
ley, this lake provides good fishing, and 
rugged Sierra scenery. A resort on this 
lake offers accommodations, supplies, 
boats, pack horses, restaurant and camp- 
ing grounds. 

Hot Creek is another famous stream 
included. This creek, flowing eastward 
from U. S. 395, is considered one of the 
very best “low level” fishing streams in 
the High Sierras. Because of the temp- 
erature of the water, and the abundance 
of natural feed, the trout seem to grow 
extra fast. There are plenty of ‘good 
sized Browns and Rainbows in here, to 
be taken. Most everyone uses flies on 


this stream, with excellent results.

Mammoth Lakes is the only Inyo- 
Mono area which is really “booming” 
both in summer and in winter. Long 
famous for its beautiful lakes and ex- 
cellent summer fishing and camping, 
Mammoth Lakes now attracts thousands 
of skiers during the winter months for 
some of the finest skiing in the West. 
Many of the resorts stay open year- 
around. 

You'll find the Mammoth Lakes re- 
gion easy to reach—just a few miles 
west of U. S. Highway 395. And the 
surfaced road takes you up to all the 
important lakes—Twin, Mary, George, 
Mamie, and Horseshoe. All provide 
good fishing throughout the season—as 
they are regularly planted with catch- 
able-size trout by the Department of 
Fish and Game. Mammoth Creek also 
furnishes good angling for those who 
like to work a stream. And, there are 
lots of good back-country lakes that may 
be reached by packing or hiking. A 
pack station serves the Mammoth area 
and another operates out of Reds Mea- 
dows nearby. 


The area around the latter is also 
quite popular. Easily reached by the sur- 
faced Minaret Road, it provides good 
fishing on the San Joaquin River, Sotch- 


er Lake, and several others. Devils Post- 
pile, a National Monument and quite a 
tourist attraction, is also located here. 
And so are Rainbow Falls and the earth- 
quake faults. 


There are many resorts, stores, boat 
landings, etc. in the Mammoth Lakes 
area. And, there are plenty of good 
camp grounds for those who wish to 
“rought it.” Swimming is allowed on 
Horseshoe Lake at the end of the main 
Mammoth road. 

But the sport which is making Mam- 
moth more and more popular as a ‘ year- 
round playground” is skiing. Mammoth 
Mountain, long-blessed with an abund-

tion even more popular, especially with 
the southern California enthusiasts who 
are often hard-pressed to find suitable 
snow. There are several good ski lodges 
in the area, appealing especially to the 
winter business, and more are being 
planned. Mammoth Mountain is a ski- 
ing “natural” and is growing in popu- 
larity every winter. 

McCoy has added a new chalet and 
other improvements at the chair lift this 
year. He has more in mind for the sum- 
mer of 1957, including a new upper 
chair lift. Incidentally the chair lift op- 
erates in the summer on scenic trips 
and they are very much worthwhile. 
You get a wonderful panoramic view 
of the area, and the cost is very reason- 
able. 

The other part of Inyo-Mono in- 
cluded in this section is the Upper 
Owens River. It is reached by turning 
eastward from U. S. 395 between Casa 
Diablo and Crestview. Served by two 
popular resorts, this area provides ex- 
cellent stream fishing (trout are usually 
nice size), good accommodations, camp- 
ing facilities at Big Springs, and excel- 
lent deer hunting during the season. 

Anglers will be especially well pleas- 
ed with the large Brown Trout on the 
Upper Owens River in: addition to the 
many fine Rainbows and occasional Cut 
throats. This is one of the really fine 


fishing spots in Inyo-Mono.

You may already be acquainted with 
the June Lake Loop area as it is one of 
the oldest and best established summer 
resort regions in Inyo-Mono. There 1s a 
surfaced highway which makes a loop 
west from U. S. Highway 395 at June 


-Lake Junction and passes through June 


Lake Village, alongside June, Gull, 
Silver, and Grant lakes—as well as 
Rush Creek. 

June Lake Village, two miles west 
of U. S. 395, is one of the largest of 
the resort colonies. It boasts good stores, 
service stations, motels, resorts, boat 
landings, trailer parks, cocktail lounges, 
a movie theatre, and cabled television. 

June Lake has long been established 
as a favorite with fishermen and other 
summer vacationists. The lake is ex- 
ceedingly beautiful and you get a breath- 
taking view of it as you cross “Oh 
Ridge,” just west of June Lake Junction. 
Because of the heavy fighting pressure, 
the Department of Fish and Game an- 
nually stocks June Lake with between 
80,000 and 100,000 catchable-size Rain- 
bow Trout. Some of these grow to 
large proportions, too. In 1954 the lar- 
gest trout caught in Inyo-Mono was a 
14 pounder taken out of June Lake.

Most of the fishing is done from boats 
and they can be obtained from three 
boat landings on the lake. Or use your 
own, if you wish. 


As you continue along the surfaced 
Loop Road, you soon come to Gull 
Lake, smallest of the group of four lakes 
in the area. But, while it is small, it is 
usually quite good for fishing. And, like 
all the other low-level lakes here, it 1s 
planted quite heavily with catchable- 
size Rainbows by the Department of 
Fish and Game. Plenty of good Brookies 
are caught here, too. A resort and boat 
landing serve this immediate vicinity. 


You'll find several resorts located on 
the road between Gull and Silver Lake, 
a distance of about 5 miles. Silver Lake,

Mono. And, there’s usually good angl- 
ing here, with some of the fish going 
pretty large. A resort, pack station, and 
trailer park serve the immediate area. 

Rush Creek, which starts in the high 
country and drains into Silver Lake and 
then passes on through Grant Lake into 
Mono Lake, is a good fishing stream. for 
most of its length. It is heavily planted 
and heavily fished. The Department of 
Fish and Game stocks it with Rainbows, 
but there are plenty of native Browns 
in this stream—and some of them large. 


There are several excellent public 
camp grounds in this immediate area 
also. And they are quite popular during 
the summer. 

Continuing on around the Loop 
Road, about 414 miles farther, you 
come to Grant Lake. This is the largest 
in the June Lake Loop area and usually 
the fishing is quite good. Some of the 
largest fish in the region are caught on 
Grant by those who know how. Boats 
and motors are available at the landing. 


The June Lake area is blessed with 
some beautiful mountain scenery and 
there are many fine back-country lakes, 
including Thousand Island, Gem, Alger, 
Agnew, and others. Some of them pfo- 
vide good fishing for Golden Trout. 
They may be reached by hike or by

Lee Vining-Tioga-Mono Lake Section 


You'll find plenty of activity around 
Lee Vining during the summer months. 
And this live-wire community does a 
good business during the winter, too, 
taking care of tourists and skiers. 

Known as the “eastern gateway to 
Yosemite. National Park,” because the 
Tioga Pass Road terminates just south 
of town, Lee Vining has its full quota 
of motels, service stations, restaurants, 
stores, etc. It is the natural center for 
the recreational areas on the Tioga 
Road and also on U. S. 395 as far north 
as Conway Summit. 


If you take State Route 120 west- 
ward from Lee Vining (z's not open 
during the winter), you will follow Lee 
Vining Creek up to the entrance of 
Yosemite National Park. On the way 
you ll find some good stream fishing and 
some better-than-average lake angling 
on such places as Tioga, Ellery, Saddle- 
bag, etc. 

All along the creek, and near some 
of these lakes, are excellent camping 
spots. Some are set up and maintained 
by the U. S. Forest Service. Others are 
maintained by the County of Mono. All 
are popular. A resort also serves this 
immediate area, near the entrance to 


the Park. 
PAGE 189: 


Yosemite National Park, of course, 
needs little introduction. It is famous 
the world over for its outstanding scenic 
wonders. But many visitors who enter 
Yosemite from the west never see the 
thrilling natural beauty of the upper 
road which winds its way out of the 
more popular part of the Park, across 
high mountains, past scenic streams and 
lakes (many of them good fishing), to 
the eastern entrance (or exit) of the Na- 
tional Park where the road emerges as 
the Tioga Pass Highway. It is here that 
this State Highway 120 crosses the 
Sierra Crest at nearly 10,000 feet and 
gradually descends until it intersects 
U. S. 395 just south of Lee Vining. 

The Tioga Pass Highway, as it 1s 
often called, is the shortest route across 
the Sierras from many points in the Bay 
Region and in the central valleys of

California. While the road is narrow 
and winding for much of its length, it 
more than makes up for this with its 
breathtaking beauty. If you like Sierra 
scenery at its best, you'll find it along 
this road, both inside and outside Yose- 
mite National Park. 


Back down on U. S. 395, as you tra- 
vel northward, you see Mono Lake on 
the right and also the Mono Craters. 
Mono Lake, while the largest in the 
Inyo-Mono area, provides no fishing. 
Because of the high mineral content of 
the water, there is practically no marine 
life. However, it is quite scenic and ideal 
for water skiing and swimming. 

A few miles farther to the north, 
there is a turn-off which takes you in to 
Lundy Lake, about 5 miles off the main 
highway. Lundy has always been con- 
sidered one of the better fishing lakes 
and annually produces lots of Rain- 
bows, Eastern Brookies, and even some 
Browns. A resort serves this area. 


Continuing northward on U. S. 395, 
you will readily feel the climb to Con- 
way Summit (elevation 8,138 feet). 
Here at “The Top,’ you can turn west- 
ward and reach the popular Virginia 
Lakes area, about 6 miles away. A tre- 
sort serves this area which includes Big 
and Little Virginia Lake, Blue, Trum- 
bull, and other lakes. Good back-coun- 
try can be readily reached by pack train 
from here, too. Excellent fishing usually 
prevails.

No matter what kind of trout fishing, 
scenery, Camping or resort accommoda- 
tions you want, you'll easily find them 
in the large Bridgeport-Coleville-Topaz 
region of the Eastern High Sierra. 

Bridgeport, a lively little town which 
is the county seat of Mono county, pro- 
vides unusually good restaurants, motels, 
stores, service stations, and other busi- 
nesses. It is the natural center of this 
area. 


Actually, we have started this séction 
just north of the Conway Summit area, 
with Green Creek and Green Lakes. 
They are reached by a road leading 
10 miles westward from U. S. 395. You 
can hike to other streams and lakes in 
this immediate area. Or, if you prefer, a 
nearby pack station can supply you 
horses. 


If you wish to fish East Walker Riv- 
er, or the Bridgeport Reservoir, just 
keep to the right (Sweetwater Road) 
instead of going all the way into Bridge- 
port. It’s only two miles to the Reser- 
voir and, chances are, you'll find some 
good fishing this year. 

About 12 miles to the south and 
west of Bridgeport, on a newly-con- 
structed surfaced road, are the Twin 
Lakes, probably the most popular fish- 
ing waters. in Northern Mono County. 
Both are heavily stocked with catch- 
able-size Rainbow Trout each year and 
both are usually excellent fishing. Boats 
and motors are available, as well as ac- 
commodations and supplies, at a resort 
on either lake. There are camp grounds 
and trailer parks, too.
